FINE SNOW 
PLOWING JOB 


The heaviest Christmas snow 
storm in 50 years saw the Town 
of Wilmington in much better 
condition than most of the 
contiguous towns - but also 
left an aftermath of favori- 
tism charges. 

A total of 19 inche of snow 
fell in Wilmington, Saturday 
and Sunday, forcing many who 
planned to travel to stay home 
and disrupting the usual at- 
tendance of Christmas services 
in the churches. 

Attendance in the Protestant 
Churches was down about 50% of 
the expected total, in the 
morning services, and in the 
Catholic Churches afternoon 
Masses were sung for parish- 
ioners who couldnot attend the 
morning Masses to still attend 
The Highway Department start- 
ed shortly after midnight Sun- 
day morning, so that most of 
Wilmington’s streets were at 
least passable on Sunday morn- 
ing. The. crews were knocked 
off at 6 pm and returned again 
at midnight, during which time 
about 7 inches of snow fell, 
making travel for those at- 
tending midnight church ser- 
vicee extremely hazard ais, 
Meanwhile charges of favori- 
tism were coming into the Town 
Crier office, with some resi- 
dents saying that they intend 
to see the Selectmen at their 
next meeting. 

Four separate stories, none 
of which were investigated by 
the Town Crier, lay some pos- 
sible credence to the charges. 
Nunn Road, off Kelley Road, 
the Town Crier was told, was 
not only not plowed, but the 
snow plows packed snow across 
the entrance. The street is 
unaccepted, but Wilmington has 
always plowed unaccepted roads 
to ensure that the Fire and

The church which he served 
stood in front of the ‘old’ 
cemetary on what is now the 
driveway of the Congregational 
Church, but was then the ‘main 
highway’ of Wilmington. The 
front step, of stone, is today 
a part of the stonewall around 
that cemetery, and has a hole 
in which the handrail was based 
Painted a light yellow, it 
looked and was intended to 
look like a barn, with the 
long side (58 feet) being the 
front of the church. It had no 
Steeple. There were two rows 
of square windows, the upper 
ones being for the gallery, 
which was on three sides of 
the church, and was for ‘hil- 
dren, Choir and Slaves’, 

The pulpit had an elaborate 
sounding boara, delicately 
colored, a very light red. 
There were three pews below it 
on a platform, for Deacons and 
distinguished guests, The re- 
gular pews were divided with a 
center aisle, one side for men 
and one for women, with Sel- 
ectmen in the front, row. 

Born in Salisbury, and a 1737 
graduate of Harvard College he 
was in effect Chaplain-In- 
Chief of the Massachusetts Bay 
Colonial Forces during the 
French & Indian War, and en- 
dured with the troops the 
cruel rigors of the winter- 
time seige of Fort Ticonderoga 
In his sixties during the Re- 
volution, he was both a leader 
in advocating military action 
and in the advanced thinking 
on the features of the demo- 
cracy that have become a part 
of the life of our republic. 
On the day of the Battle of 
Lexington the Rev. Mr. Morrill 
with the Billerica Minister 
was knocking on the door of 
the Bedford Minister at 5 am. 
The Bedford Minister, Mr. 
Steams, was suspected of Tory 
leanings, and his two neigh- 
bors told him that they were 
on their way to Lexington, to 
fight. 

mr. gtearns told his brethren 
that he would stay home and 
pray. 

After the battle was over the 
two men again called on mr. 
Stearns, and this time they 
escorted him to the Cambridge 
lines (British) from which he 
never returned. 

The church which Mr Morrill 
served was Caly{nistig in doc- 
trine, but, from the early re- 
cords it would seem that the 
pastor seemed to have a more 
liberal outlook than did his 
parishioners. 

Mr Morrill was most assuredly 
liberal in his thinking, al-

though there is no direct re- 
cord on his stand on religious 
questions. There are however, 
inferences to be made, from 
recommendations by committees 
on which he served, both poli- 
tical and religious. 

A new Constitution was pro- 
posed, for Massachusetts, in 
1778, and Mr Morrill] was the 
chairman of the Wilmington 
committee which was to consi- 
der it, and report with its 
recommendations to the town. 
The committee, in which he 
undoubtedly played a large 
part, called for a Bill of 
Rights, eleven years before 
there was one in the United 
States constitution. The com- 
mittee, too, said that a ‘Gov- 
ernor and a Lieutenant Gover- 
nor are a needless expense’, 
which sounds like a blow for 
extreme and liberal democracy. 

In May 1780 a second attempt 
was made to promulgate a State 
Constitution, and the voice of 
wr Morrill is again heard. 

The committee struck a blow 
for religious liberty, but la- 
ter divided, as will be shown, 
in the Arminian controversy 
which led to the establishment 
of the Unitarian church. 
Cadwallader Ford, Esq, turned 
out to be a strict Calvinist, 
but others who voted in a la- 
ter date for the Arminians in- 
cluded Joshua Harnden and Na- 
than Pearson. Others in the 
committee included Reuben But- 
ters, Maj Ebenezer Jones, Capt 
John Harnden and Capt. Joshua 
Harnden, all of whom seemed to 
have favored the Calvinistic 
creed. 

All the committeemen were of 
course members of Mr Morrill’s 
church, but only two, as was 
shown later, were in favor of 
liberty in preaching. Thus it 
follows that the minister must 
have had a decisive influence 
to recommend such liberty. 

The recommendation, presented 
as part of the 111th Article 
of the Declaration of Rights, 
read: 

‘That there be free liberty 
of conscience allowed to Cal- 
vinists and Arminians; and 
that they have full and free 
liberty to pay their money to- 
wards the support of the Gos- 
pel to such public teacher or 
teachers, on whom they may at- 
tend; and that the majority of 
any town, parish or pre- 
cinct, in this state, shall 
not have it in their pover to 
settle a public teacher over 
the consciences of a minority,

and contrary to their senti- 
ments’. 

Twenty seven voted for this, 
in a town meeting held May 29 
1780, and twenty one against, 
but in a meeting held on June 
5 the vote was reversed, forty 
six to forty three, 

It is quite clear that both 
sides scoured the town for 
votes in the week between the 
two town meetings, and that 
the side which won in the se- 
cond meeting, contrary to the 
recommendations of their mini- 
ster, felt that the town had a 
right to pour Calvinism down 
the throats of the people ir- 
respective of their individual 
wishes. 

The religious question did 
not die with this meeting, for 
it came up in a town meeting 
two years later, with Joshua 
Ha@rnden and yathan Pearson in 
the group that favored Armin- 
ian teaching. . 
The meeting was on Oct. 12, 
1782 and the question was: 

‘To see if the Town will grant 
liberty to sundry persons re- 
questing the same to open the 
meeting house to such Gospel 
ministers of a regular stand- 
ing, as they shall see fit, 
when not used for other ser- 
vices’ . 

In other words the question 
was asked: May some of us have 
Arminian (Unitarian) preaching 
instead of Mr. Morrill’s Cal- 
vinism, 

The Town voted No. It is note 
worthy that Cadawallader Ford 
was not in the second commit- 
tee. He wanted Calvinism, and 
only Catvinism, and while mr. 
Morrill’s sentiments do not 
seem to have been recorded on 
the second occasion, he was 
liberal in his thinking the 
first time. 

As Mr Morrill passed into his 
declining years the town voted 
to open a new cemetery, across 
the street, and further voted 
to allow the aged minister to 
be the first to choose a grave 
site. 

He chose a knoll which is be- 
side the present town hall, on 
which a brick chimney-like 
tombstone has been erected. 
The Rev. Mr Morrill, and Cad- 
wallader, divided in religous 
liberties in life, lie in this 
tomb, united in death, for the 
daughter of Mr Morrill became 
the wife of the second Cadwal- 
lader Ford, and the two fami- 
lies (13 bodies) share the 
vault together, until the fi- 
nal day of judgement,
